NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
A special Federal grand jury to- 
day indicted Car] L. Norden, Inc., 
bombsight manufacturer, and a 
war plant survey firm and four 
individuals on charges of con- 
spiracy to slow down production 
of the war-vita]) Norden bomb- 
sights. 

The indictments ajJso charged a 
conspiracy aimed at forcing mak- 
ers of war goods to employ the 
survey company, Corrigan, Os- 
burne and Wells, Inc., specialists 
in the installation of production 
control systems for industrial 
concerns. 

Individuals named were Theo- 
dore H. Barth, president, and 
Ward E. Marvelle, vic. president 
of the Norden Company; Navy 
Cmdr. John D. Corrigan as head 
of the survey firm, and Robert H. 
Wells, vice president of the con- 
cern, 

Carl L. Norden, inventor of the 
bombsight and former president 
of the company, was not involved 
and no longer is associated with 
the firm, Assistant United States 
Attorney ee Hugh O'Connell 


said, 
THe Yo Indictments. 

One eeiaees named the Nord- 
en Company of New York, the 
survey concern, with offices in 
New York and Chicago, and Barth, 
Marvelle, Corrigan and Well. The 
other named Corrigan, Wells and 
their firm. 

The first true bill accused the 
defendants of conspiring in New 
York, Washington and Elmira, N. 
Y., to endeavor corruptly to in- 
fluence, impede and defeat the 
administration by the Navy De- 
partment of its lawful function 
to supervise production by Rem- 
ington Rand, Inc., of Elmira, of 
Norden bombsights under sub- 
contract with the Norden Com- 
pany. 

The second indictment contained 
the same charge and also accused 
Corrigan of concealment, while a 
civilian employe of the Navy and

Navy concerning official surveys 
of war plants made by him. 

Remington Rand Contract, 

At the time of the Pearl Har- 
bor attack, the first indictment 
stated, the Navy issued a letter 
of intent to the Norden Company 
for production and delivery of 
8500 bombsights and asked that 
Remington Rand manufacture a 
component part, known as a 
“football unit.” 

The Norden firm was the sole 
manufacturer and source of sup- 
ply to the armed forces of the 
Norden bombsight at the time,

BRITAIN CHARGES 
JAPANESE WORKED 
24.000 10 DEATH 


Prisoners Beaten, Sick 
Carried to Jobs on 
Thailand Railroad, 
War Office Says.° 


LONDON, Dec. 19 (AP).—The 
British War Office asserted today 
that the Japanese had worked 
more than 60,000 white captives 
under such brutal and inhuman 
conditions that 24,000 of them had 
died. 

The Japanese themseives have 


erected a memorial to 25,000 men 
who died in building the Thai- 
land-Burma railway and road, the 
War Office seid. Of the 25,000 
men, the War: Office reported, 
fewer than 1000 were Japanese 
and the rest were English, Austra- 
lians and Dutch. 

In an urge for speed, the Japa- 
nese disregarded completely “the 
cost in human life,” the War Of- 
fice said. Sick prisoners were 
even carried to work on stretch- 
ers. Severe beatings were ad- 
ministered to officers and men, 
the statement said, and there 
were also cases “of torture and 
killing.” 

Mostly British, Australians. 

The statement supplemented an 
oral report to the House of Com- 
mons by Sir James Grigg, War 
Secretary, who said the Japanese 
used at least 60,000 white prison- 
ers, “regardless of conditions un- 
der which the prisoners worked 
and of the cost in human life.” 

“The figure is probably much 
higher,” he added. 

“The great majority were from 
the United Kingdom or Australia. 
In addition, many thousands of 
Asiatics were used, and the death 
rate among them was almost cer- 
tainly much heavier than amongst 
white men.” 

Grigg reported conditions im-

LAREY 10 REQUES! 
STATE INQUIRY IN 
SMALL-LOAN FlaiT 
ON CONSTITUTION 


Will Seek Legislative In- 
vestigation to De- 
termine Whether Lend- 
ers Are Violating Cor- 
rupt Practices Act. 


The State Legislature, which 
will convene in two weeks, will 
be asked to investigate the ‘re- 
ported activities of small-loan 
companies in their fight against 
the adoption of the proposed new 
constitution to determine whether 
the companies are violating the 
State’s Corrupt Practices Act. 
The act prohibits corporations 
from spending money for the 
purpose of influencing voters. 

State Representative Raymond 
J, Lahey of St. Louis, who lost a 


fight in the last session of the 
Legislature to obtain a reduction 
in interest rates small-loan com- 
panies are permitted to charge 
under the present law, told the 
Post-Dispatch today he would 
present a resolution calling for 
an investigation when the Legis- 
lature convenes Jan, 3, 1945. 

Follows McKittrick Disclosure. 

Lahey’s decision followed the 
disclosure that Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick visited David 
Lichtenstein, who is recognized 
as head of the small-loan lobby 
in the State and is vice president 
of the American Investment Co., 
and discussed an application of 
Lichtenstein’s brother, Philip 
Lichtenstein, for restoration of 
Philip’s real estate license. Philip 
Lichtenstein’s license was revoked 
in 1943 following his conviction 
for mail fraud and violation of 
the Securities and Exchange Act. 

As a result of the discussion 
with David Lichtenstein, McKit- 
trick said he had agreed with him 
that there could be no legal rea- 
son why the State Real Estate 
Commission should not restore 
Philip’s license. 

After pronouncing this favorable 
opinion, which was directly coun-; 
ter to an opinion rendered by 
Covell R. Hewitt, an assistant at- 
torney general, McKittrick was re- 
ported to have said that he had 
received a proposition from small- 
loan interests to fight adoption of 
the new constitution, on which 
there will be a referendum Feb. 27. 

Iu addition, McKittrick report- 
edly said he had rejected the pro- 
posal, but believed he could have 
obtained a fee of $10,000 had he 
accepted the offer. 

What Lenders Object To. 

The objectional part of the new 
constitution to small-loan compa- 
nies is the provision that does not 
fix interest rates, but.does elimi- 
nate the special statute which has 
enabled them to charge interest 
rates of from 30 to 36 per cent a 
year. The new code provides that 
rates of interest fixed by law shall 
be applicable generally to all lend- 
ers, without regard to the type or 
classification of their business. 

Thus it would be theoretically 
possible for the Legislature to 
enact a law fixing the maximum 
interest rate at 36 per cent a year, 
th maximum now allowed to 
small-loan companies. Missouri 
banks, however, have sought in re- 
cent years to obtain legislation 
which would permit them to make 
small loans at rates about half of 
those eharged by small-loan com- 
panies, 

While small-loan interests have 
not openly attacked the new con- 
stitution, Albert B. Wallach, 
brother of St. Louis County Prose- 
cuting Attorney Stanley Wallach 
and executive vice president of 
the Missouri Association of Per- 
sonal Loan Companies, has been 
active in soliciting co-operation of 
bankers in obtaining interest rate 
legislation acceptable to small- 
loan firms and banks in case the 
constitution is adopted at the spe- 
cial election,

Series of Memoranda, 
President Asserts—He 
Still Stands for Its 

Principles. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt declared today 
that the Atlantic Charter did not 
exist as a formal document signed 
by himself and Prime Minister 
Churchill, but that he still stood 
for its principles. 

The Chie Executive told a 
press conference that the charter, 
drafted in a conference at sea be- 
tween himself and the British 
Prime Minister, existed as a series 
of memoranda, turned over to 
radio operators for transmission 
to Washington and London to be 
released to the press. 

He asserted that it had been 
signed in substance, but not for- 
mally as a complete document. 

At the same time, Roosevelt 
made it clear that he adhered 
firmly to the principles enunciated 
in the charter as it has been pro 
mulgated. 

On another tack, he was asked 
whether he could comment on a 
statement by British Labor Min- 
ister Lord Bevin that he had 
initialed at Quebec a British plan 
for stabilizing Greece. 

The President inquired whether 
that had not been denied at the 
State Department and was told it 
had not. 

‘Is it to-be denied?” a report- 
er presséd. ' 

The chief executive replied he 
would, not bring that up again, 
since it was contentious. 

On the question of another con- 
ference of himself, Churchill and 
Premier Stalin, Roosevelt asserted 
that the matter was highly specu- 
lattive. He.said no specific date 
for a conference had been set.

We told the President frankly our 
views about these nominations. 

“The President, in turn, told us 
that he needed men of experience 
in the Department of State and 
he felt that these men would con- 
scientiously carry out his views 
in the discharge of their duties. 
The President authorized us to 
say, however, that if any one of 
these gentlemen in the discharge 
of his duties did not properly 
carry out and express his policies, 
he would be promptly removed. 


“The President said that he 
would feel compelled to send 
these same nominations back to 
the Senate a* the first day of the 
next session if the Senate did 
not advise and consent to these 
nominations in this session. We 
individually regret to say we can- 
not change our convictions re- 
specting some of these nomina- 
tions and shall have to vote upon 
the several nominations accord- 
ing to our best judgment and our 
own consciences. 

‘Nothing Gained By Delay.’ 

“However, in view of the Pres- 
ident’s advice that he would, if 
these names were not confirmed 
by the Senate, feel compelled to 
send them back at the beginning 
of the new session and in view of 
the President’s assurance to us 
that he would promptly remove 
any of these nominees who did 
not discharge his duties with 
faithful regard to the President's 
policies, we feel that nothing is

NEW U.S. BOMB IS 265 POUNDS 
OF TNT WRAPPED IN WIRE 


Deadly Fragmentation Explosive 
Now in Use Against Nazis, 
Armament Chief Discloses. 

LONDON, Dec. 19 (AP).—A new 
type of American fragmentation 
bomb, made of 265 pounds of TNT 
wrapped in wire, is being dropped 


on the Germans, it was disclosed 
by Col. Philip Schwartz, armament 
chief of the United States Air 
Service Command. 

Experiments showed that the 


wire bomb gave the greatest num- 


ber of deadly fragments per 
square inch, 

Schwartz said 40 per cent of the 
Allies’ Thunderbolts were equipped 
with a new electrical bomb re- 
lease which gives almost twice 
the former accuracy.

The troops had 
already been alerted against tanks 
and possible paratroopers; tank 
and tank destroyer battalions were 
warming up their motors in the 
dark background.

Reporter Says First Army 
Is ‘Being Torn Up,’ Not 
Pushed Back—Hodges’ 
Patrols Cross Roer, En- 
ter Duren. 


PARIS, Dee. 19 (AP).—Lt. 
Gen. Courtney H. Hodges 
threw tanks and infantry into 
an attempt to stabilize the 
First Army front today and 
heavy bombers joined with 
lighter planes in striking at 
German supply lines immedi- 
ately behind the enemy ad- 


vance. 

The Germans, attacking on a 
60-mile front from the Monschau 
forest in Germany to the vicinity 
of Echternach in Luxembourg, 


have driven 20 miles or more Into 
Belgium in the area of Stavelot, 
25 miles southwest of Aachen. 
For the third day the Germans 
continued to probe American po- 
sitions both in Belgium and Lux- 
embourg. 

The First Army maintained 
pressure on the Cologne front 
despite the menacing counter- 
offensive. Just before noon yes- 
terday patrols of the Eighty-third 
Infantry Division <@possed the 
Roer River and pushed into 
Duren,.stronghold city 20 miles 
from Cologne. 

Supreme headquarters’ censor- 
ship still concealed whether the 
Germans’ bold onslaught, powered 
by massed reserves and supported 
by a new vengeance weapon of 
an undisclosed type, had been 
checked, but a First Army dis- 
patch said one German tank 
thrust below Monschau “had 
some success in \a frontal push,” 
while the Germans were being 
contained on so sectors, 

German Account. 

(The German j\high command 
said that Nazi tank forces “have 
broken through, smashed and dis- 
persed units of the American First 
Army deep into the enemy rear.” 
It said that American tanks 
thrown against the advancing Ger- 
mans were repulsed in a night bat- 
tle and that German troops con- 
tinued their attacks along the 
whole front. 

(The German Transocean news 
agency said the German drive in 
its first 36 hours had overrun more 
territory than the American First 
and Ninth Armies took east of 
Aachen in four weeks.) 

The only specific indication of 

the extent of the German advance 
permissible at Supreme Headquar- 
ters was an announcement that 
British Typhoons had attacked 
German armored vehicles west cf 
the Belgian town of Stavelot, 
which is 18 miles airline from the 
German border and nearly 22 by 
road. 
(William H. Stoneman, corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Daily 
News and the Post-Dispatch, said 
the Germans had recaptured the 
Belgian city of Malmedy, 14 miles 
west of the German border, and 
had cut the main short highway 
connecting the First and Third 
Army fronts.) 

A British front correspondent 
said the First Army was not being 
pushed back but was “being torn 
up in battle or uot budging.” 

Yanks Fight Desperately. 

In the Stavelot area, the First 
Army, fighting desperately and 
given magnificent air support, had 
been forced back 15 miles or 
more. The Germans in this sector 
may have jumped off somewhere 
west of their own border.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
China-based Superfortresses today 
pounded an enemy aircraft plant 


at Omura on the Japanese home 
island of Kyushu and attacked 
targets at Shanghai and Nanking 
on the China coast. 

A War Department communique 
said results of the attack on the 
Omura aircraft plant could not be 
determined because of the heavy 
cloud cover. The B-29s bombed 
through an overcast with the use 
of precision instruments: 

“Good to excellent” results were 
achieved in the raid on docks and 
engineering works at Shanghai and 
Nanking, however. Weather over 
the targets there was clear. 

A medium force of the B-29s 
from Maj. Gen. Curtis E. Lemay’s 
Twentieth Bomber Command, pos- 
sibly comprising 40 planes, car- 
ried out the raids. Little opposi- 
tion was encountered from enemy 
fighters, five of which were shot 
down by the B-29 crews. Three 
more enemy fighters were prob- 
ably destroyed and nine damaged. 

Fifth Attack on City. 

A Japanese communique report- 
ed that between 30 and 40 Super- 
fortresses bombed Omura in the 
fifth reported attack on the city 
since last July. 

The communique telling of the 
attacks followed another saying 
that serious damage had been in- 
flicted on the Mitsubishi aircraft 
pliant in yesterday’s raid at Na- 
goya, Japan’s third largest city. 

At the same time a dispatch 
from an American air base in 
China disclosed that the attack 
yesterday on Hankow, China, was 
carried out by the heaviest force 
ever put into China's skies and 
that the Japanese supply base was 
hit with the greatest weight of 
bombs ever dropped on the Asiatic 
mainiand. 

“The attack was perfectly co- 
ordinated by more than 250 Super- 
fortresses, Liberators, Mitchells, 
Mustangs and Warhawks from 
the Twentieth Bomber Command, 
the Fourteenth Air Force and the 
Chinese-American composite 
wing,” said a dispatch from Wal- 
ter Rundle, who flew with the 
raiders as a representative of the 
combined American press. 

Rundle’s dispatch said that more 
than 1000 tons of bombs plastered 
docks, rail yarda and the city’s 
airdrome, the moat important 
Japanese airfield in China. 

At the briefing for the raid, 
Rundle wrote, “Capt. Ross Mc- 
Leod, New York City, told the 
Fourteenth’s crews: ‘Chennault 
(Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault) 
has been wanting to knock out 
Hankow for a long time. He 
thinks this time we'll do it.” 

“It was—on the basis of ample 
evidence of the  flame-swept, 
gsmoke-shrouded docks, and the 
fire-scorched smoking airdrome, 
all discernible from the flight deck 
of this Liberator ‘Esky Special,’ 
one of the last planes over the 
target.” 

Staff Set. Angelo J. Barillaro of 
Collinsville, Ill, a member of the 
crew on Rundle’s plane, drove off 
a Japanese fighter with a burst 
from his ball turret guns. 

Large Fires at Nagoya. 

Today's Twentieth Air Force 
eommunique on the Nagoya attack 
said large fires and smoke col- 
umns rising to a height of 1000 
feet were observed in the wake of 
direct hits on a Mitsubishi aircraft 
pliant, 

The raiders, numbering probably 
upwards of 100, apparently inflict- 
ed “serious damage,” the War De- 
partment reported. 

Superfortress crews reported 
they had destroyed two enemy 
planes, probably destroyed six and 
damaged three. None of the 
B-29s was lost to enemy action, 
the communique said. 

The Japanese claimed that 17 
Superforts were shot down over 
Nagoya and at least 20 others 
were damaged. 

Good Results Reported. 

A dispatch from Saipan said 
photographs showed that the Ko- 
kuti aircraft factory—one of 
Japan's largest—was hit with de- 
vastating accuracy. 

Brig. Gen. Haywood Hansel] Jr., 
commander of the Twenty-first 
Bomber Command, after a study 
of the photographs, said: 

“We can now state that many 
direct hits were scored on the 
Kokuti plant and that damage to 
the plant is clearly extensive.” 

One strike photo showed at least 
22 direct hits in the target area 
by one element. 

Capt. John H. Brewster of Man- 
chester, N. H., a plane command- 
er, said: 

“Ring Gunner Sgt. Robert B. 
Hill, St. Louis, and Right Gunner 
Set. Hans C. Borm, Dayton, O., 
got shots into a single-engine fight- 
er. It was a beautiful brand-new 
job with great big rising suns 
painted on the wings. 

“Borm poured his bullets into 
its midsection and we saw it go 
down smoking.”

Risk for Germans. 


The circumstances hardly call 
for easy optimism, but maps show 
the Germans might possibly be, 
headed for more trouble than they | 
bargained for.

northern and central fronts. But 
on the other hand, the Germans

Planes Batter Enemy.

About 300 Flying Fortresses 
from Briatin struck at three rail 
and five road junctions on a 50- 
mile front from ‘Trier north to 
Gemund, It wag an emergency 
mission in heavy clouds and the 
bombardiers used instruments to 
Aim at targets four miles below. 
Four-motored British Lancasters 
teamed up in this assault, drop- 
ping about 1000 tons of bombs on 
Trier. Fighter-bombers also were 
out, striking at the German arm- 
ored spearheads. 

The weather was bad today but 
it was bad yesterday when British 
and American fighter-bomhers 
gave German armor one of its 
worst batterings. Revised United 
States Ninth Air Force figures 
claimed 112 German tanks, half- 
tracks and other vehicles § de- 
atroyed or damaged yesterday. 
The British did not report their 
total for the day. 

One pilot described the havoc 
left from the aerial attacks, made 
through low clouds and _hail- 
storms, as the greatést destruction 
of German armor since the battle 
of the Falaise gap in Normandy 
last summer, when the German 
Seventh Army went to its death. 
Von Rundstedt apparently was 
throwing in his whole arsenal. 
The German air force was aloft 
again by the hundreds along the 
United States Ninth Army front 
as well as the dented First Army 
lines. The Germans lost at least 
46 planes, bringing their total 
losses for two days to close to 
200. Eleven American fighter- 
bombers were lost yesterday. 

The First and. Ninth Army 
fronts were athunder with anti- 
aircraft fire and the explosions of 
new type V-weapons which the 
Nazis hurled against forward as 
well as rear areas, a front dis- 
patch § said. Official censorship 
did not permit a description of 
this new weapon. 

Ronald Walker, correspondent 
of the London News Chronicle, 
said the Germans put at least 
1000 fighters and bombers in the 
air over the Aachen area yester- 
day. 

Front Lines Il-Defined. 


The exact extent of the German 
penetration was difficult to de- 
termine. Before the present ene- 
my counteroffensive began this 
part of the front had been inac- 
tive for some time, and while 
the original line generally con- 
formed to the German ‘frontier 
it bulged into Germany in some 
places and into Belgium at oth- 
ers, depending on geographical 
features. There alsO was a con- 
siderable no man’s land. 

There was no_news from Lux- 
embourg beyond the earlier dis-

A German spokesman who made 
the comparison was quick to add, 
however, that it gould not be con- 
sidered likely to create such a 
“turning point” in the fortunes of 
war as did the 1941 Soviet winter 
attack, 

The Berlin dispatches received 
in Stockholm were generally cau- 
tious, but stressed that the home 
front was pleased at the news the 
high command waa able to launch 
a “Christmas offensive” after so 
many months of bad news. 

The announcement’ coincided 
with the issuance of Christmas ra- 
tions of 50 grams (less than two 
ounces) of coffee and a heglf bottle 
of schnapps. 

A Berlin correspondent for the 
Stockholms ‘Tidningen reported 
that the first evidence of some- 
thing afoot on the western front 
came three days ago, when the 
German military declared its ar- 
tillery was able to fire more 
shells than the Allies for the first 
time since the invasion began. 

The correspondent quoted from 
a recently published German re- 
view of the fighting in the west, 
which declared the Allies were 
suffering losses of 6000 killed and 
wounded daily, and that the United 
States Ninth Army had won a 15- 
mile advance at a cost of 300,000 
casualties.

Also Come Back in Artil- 
lery — Fire Improved, 
Generals Relying More 


on Big Guns.

NEW YORK, Dec, 19 (AP).--In 
two arms—artillery and air--the 
Germans have become increasing- 
ly @fective against us on the First 
Army front in Germany. Today in 
each they are measurably stronger 
than they were two months ago. 

With every passing day since 
the sudden ending of the great, 
bright period of the First Army’s 
campaign—an ending that ®was 
like the striking of a clock within 
two weeks after we had entered 
Germany—the enemy has steadily 
improved his fire from ground and 
sky alike. 

As to artillery, he has done this 
partly in the natural course of 
events: As he slowly drew back, 
his lines were consequently con- 
stricted and so his batteries could 
do more concentrated work than 
they had done before.. Too, of 
course, his aim became better as 
he began to fire over wholly fa- 
miliar terrain, 

Luftwaffe Using Fighters, 

As to the air, his improvement 
has been the result of a studied 
plan which has unquestionably 
had a qualified success. As has 


been well known, he long has been |= 


making fighter planes more or 
less to the exclusion of bombers 
because fighters were essential in 
his defense and because it had be- 
come plain that in heavy bombing, 
the rear line attack on the sources 
of Allied materiel, he had lost al- 
ready, barring what doubtful shot- 
gun effect he could get from his 
“buzz” bombs. 

But what perhaps is not known 
is that the Germans, in fighter 
planes, are stronger now than they 
were on D-day, despite all the at- 
trition since that time. 

Somehow, in the face of all the 
work that our heavy bombers have 
done so wel] against German pro- 
duction, the enemy has been able 
to keep his fighter planes not only 
at numerical level, but numerical- 


ly growing. 
Thé\quality of his pilots is an- 
other /question, and one open to 


endle4s argument among our own 
airmeh, The majority believes that 
the Jerry airman of this winter is 
not. the Jerry airman of last 
spring-——but certainly there are a 
lot of him left. 

Hit-and-Run Forays. 

His tactics are thin. but he Is 
still up there, usually on foul 
weather days when our superior 
air force is not aloft because our 
air command believes it needlessly 
expensive and because there is no 
call for us tu compete with him 
in desperation. 

On those days—days of rain, for 
example, and complete overcast— 
our ground troops are accustomed 
to mutter’“Jerry weather” and to 
glance aloft in the well-founded 
belief that enemy planes will be 
along fairly soon. On such a day, 
when our own planes were at least 
locally grounded, I have often seen 
as many as a dozen Jerry planes 
over one narrow sector and have 
heard directly of a great many 
more. 

These forays usually are hard, 
swift hit-and-run affairs with the 
German machine wholly or sub- 
Stantially hidden in the low 
clouds. Whether from the Ger- 


man point of view they really pay, |— 


putting cost against achieved re- 
sults, cannot be said. 

But in one sense—the sense of 
the doughboys on the ground— 
they are not ineffective. Ground 
troops, no matter how many bat- 
tles they may have survived, never 
lose their terror of air attack, per-

FRONT LINES ROCK 
TO BLAST OF NEW 
GERMAN V-WEAPON 


Air Battles Rage Up and 
Down Roer Valley as Luft- 
waffe Comes Out.

(Delayed) (AP).—The Germans’ 
new type V-weapon bombarded 
the United States Ninth and First 
Army fronts last night and today. 
During the night the entire 
combined fronts were lighted by 
flares and rocked to the thunder 
of antiaircraft guns and _=§ explo- 
sions of Hitler's new secret 
weapon, details of which present- 
ly are restricted. 

The Luftwaffe’s struggle against 
the Allied air forces raged on un- 
abated up’and down the Roer 
Valley in support of the Germans’ 
counteroffensive. 

Clouds were so low over the 
front that some planes had to fly 
at tree-top height across moun- 
tainous areas. Dogfights took 
place under 1000 feet in some 
places. 

One group of Thunderbolt fight- 
ers, jumping 30 ME-190s_ near 
Duren, reported the pilots were 
“of inferior caliber” and fled into 
the clouds. In other sectors the 
German air force fought with an 
aggressiveness it has not shown 
in months. 

The German aerial assault be- 
gan Saturday about 10 p. m. and 
has continued since then despite 
heavy losses. German night fight- 
ers and bombers strafed and 
bombed their own towns in Ger- 
many as well as several in Hol- 
land. 

During the day, the German 
planes stuck closely to the front. 
They appeared content to inter- 
cept American planes as they 
came over and not risk undue 
losses with penetrations over 
American and British territory.

far more effect than they ever 
achieved before,

WITH TWELFTH ARMY 
GROUP, Dec. 19 (By wireless).— 
A blackout was drawn down this 
morning over the progress of the 
German counteroffensive, save for 
the information that it covers the 
entire First Army front and has 
recrossed the Belgian and Luxem- 
bourg frontiers. It also was an- 
nounced that adequate measures 
are being taken to seal off the 
attack, 

However, certain facts of mo- 
ment are obvious. The principal 
enemy advance was hurled against 
the northern half of the First 
Army line, which, together with 
the Ninth Army sector, constitutes 
the sorest danger point to Ger- 
many on the entire Western front. 

British-Canadian forces of the 
Twenty-first Army Group are 
stopped in their tracks by floods 
from demolished dikes. The Amer- 
ican Third Army is plodding its 
way pillbox by pillbox into the 
Siegfried line, which in the Saar 
region is double strength. The 
Sixth Army Group in the south is 
still fighting to clear the western 
bank of the Rhine between Stras- 
bourg and Mulhouse. 

But in front of the Ninth Army 
and the upper First Army posi- 
tions lies the plain leading to the 
heart of the Reich. 

Enemy columns moving into 
Luxembourg against the southern 
half of the First Army front

He 
said most of the drivers are ready 
to work, but fear threats made by 
the strike leaders. 

Police arrested five chauffeurs 
cruising the streets in an auto- 
mobile, after having received re- 
ports of the threats to truck 
drivers by roving groups. Then 
men were held for suspected labor 
agitation through intimidation. 

The strikers held a brief meet- 
ing at Fourteenth street and How- 
ard avenue this afternoon and 
then sent a delegation to the For- 
est Park avenue headquarters to 
meet with local union officers. 
One union officer who tried to 
enter the meeting was booed and 
turned away. 

Strikers were told by leaders to 
stand by pending notification of 
another meeting tomorrow morn- 
ing.

He declined to give a re- 
view of the general war situation 
on the ground that Eisenhower 
was right in imposing a “tempo- 
rary news blackout” on western 
front developments. | 

New Vote Test Challence. 

Churchill made it clear that if 
the Commons wanted an imme- 
diate review of the Greek situa-| 
tion it would have to come on a 
vote of censure—a parliamentary 
maneuver which would mean his!

Report to House Assails 
‘Excessive Rates’ Paid 


for Red Sea Sailings in 
1941. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP). 
American steamship companies 
hauling goods to Suez for the 


British in 1941 averaged profits 
of about $300,000 a vessel, the 
House Merchant Marine Commit- 
tee said today. 

The profits were made possible, 
the committee said in a report 
filed with the House, through 
Maritime Commission approval of 
“excessive rates” for the trips. 
Seeks to Recapture Some Profits. 

Ninety voyages were made by 
81 vessels, with a _ total profit 
of more than 25 million dollars, 
the committee said. The com- 
panies were chartered to haul the 
cargoes from the United States 
to Suez through the Red Sea. The 
committee made no recommenda- 
tions but remarked: 

“At the very time the commis- 
sion was fixing the Red Sea rates 
at a level above that of’the going 
commercial rate, it was taking 
the position that going rates were 
excessive and unjustifiably high 
and was taking steps to reduce 
them.” * 

The rates were reduced in the 
fall of 1941 and the commission 
is attempting im court to recap- 
ture some of the profits. 

Two lines—the Weyerhauser 
Steamship Co., and the American 
President lines—have refunded 51 
per cent of their profits, the com- 
mittee said,-but other firms have 
declined to do’ so. 

The report said the companies 
were paid with lend-lease funds. 
Ship Owners’ Defense. 
Commenting on the report, Ed- 
ward P. Farley, chairman of the 
board of the American-Hawaiian 

Steamship Co. said: 

“The Red Sea rates were wold 
shipping rates at the time as testi- 
fied to by government witnesses 
at the hearings held by the Mer- 
chant Marine and Fishiers Com- 
mittee.

6655 
be remedied, and such inequality (~~ — we 
would be prevented from develop- 
ing in future, the Institute held, 
by the provisions of the new Con- 
stitution on that subject. The 
present Twelfth Senatorial Dis- 
trict, five North Missouri coun- 
ties, had a population of 45,718 in 
1940; the Twenty-fifth District, 
Franklin, Gasconade and St. Louis 
Counties, had 320,512; this condi- 
tion has been developing for 43 
years, as the last redistricting was 
in 1901. Under the new Constitu- 
tion, redistricting every 10 years 
would be mandatory, and no dis- 
trict could vary by more than 25 
per cent from its proportionate 
share of the State’s population, 
one thirty-fourth. 

“Among the most important 
provisions of the proposed Consti- 
tution,” the Institute says, “are 
those designed to break the 
stranglehold which committees 
now’ have on the legislative pro- 
cess.” One of the changes is 
the requirement of a record vote 
on bills reported by committees; 
it is also proposed to empower 
one-third of the House member- 
ship, instead of a majority, to 
force a bill out of committee in 
case of inaction by the committee. 

Under proposed new provisions, 
members of the Legislature would 
not be permitted to hold jobs in 
State Departments’ between ses- 
sions; this practice has unduly 
tied up the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the State. The 
committee on Legislative Re- 
search, established by the last 
Legislature, would be put on a 
constitutional basis. 

To “discourage the practice of 
writing legislative details into the 
Constitution,” it is proposed to 
require signatures of 8 per cent of 
the voters, instead of 5 per cent 
as at present, to petitions for 
amending the Constitution 
through the initiative. For pro- 
posing new legislation, the require- 
ment is left at 5 per cent. It is 
proposed, as a safeguard to the 
State Treasury, to prohibit the 
use of the initiative to appropriate 
money unless the proposed meas- 
ure provides the necessary new 
revenue. This proposal resulted 
from the attempt made in 1942, 
and defeated through a taxpay- 
er’s suit, to place on the ballot a 
constitutional amendment appro- 
priating 29 million dollars for old 
age assistance and dependent chil- 
dren, without any provision for 
new revenue.

NEST EGG FOR JOBS 


Governor-Elect Against 
Spending Spree or Use 
of Surplus for Operat- 
ing Expenses.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 19.— 
A recommendation that a State 
general revenue fund surplus of 
about 18 million dollars at the 
end of this year be earmarked for 
postwar public works and employ- 
ment will be included in the legis- 
lative program of Gov.-Elect Phil 
M. Donnelly of Lebanon. 

Donnelly said today he had not 
drafted his legislative recommen- 
dations, to be submitted to the 
1945 Legislature after he is in- 
augurated Jan. 8, but that the pro- 
posal would be included. 

“I do not think this surplus 
should be taken over for operat- 
ing appropriations of the State de- 
partments for the 1945-1946 bien- 
nial period,” Donnelly told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Against Spending Spree. 

“And the departments should 
not be allowed to go on a spend- 
ing spree while revenues are high- 
er because of wartime conditions,” 
he added. 

Donnelly said he had not de- 
cided whether he would recom- 
mend any additional earmarking 
of the State’s wartime revenues, 
now at a record high, for post- 
war purposes or for a buffer fund 
when State revenues may decline 
after the ware 

No provision has been made so 
far by the State for any postwar 
reconversion and employment 
fund. 

Creation of a State financial 
backlog for the postwar period 
' was advocated by the Democratic 
Governor-elect in his election cam- 
paign. 

Donnelly, who will retire from 
the State Senate Jan. 3 after 20 
years of service, is one of the best 
informed men in Missouri on 
practical operations of the State 
government, and is well known 
for his ability to dig into the 
actual necessity for departmental 
requests for increased appropria- 
tions. 

Sitting in on Budget Hearings. 

He has been sitting in for some 
time with Gov. Donnell in prelim- 
inary hearings for State depart- 
ments on their budget requests 
for 1945 and 1946. These hearings 
precede preparation of the execu- 
tive budget to be submitted tothe 
Legislature. 

These requests for funds for 
operation of all departments and 
activities for the next biennium 
total $343,046,768 for 1945 and 
1946, including the one third of 
general revenue receipts set aside 
for the State public school fund. 

This record high of requests for 
money exceed by $83,448,976 the 
total appropriations of $259,597,- 
702 made for the 1943-44 opera- 
tions: by the 1943 regular and 1944 
special sessions of the Legislature. 

The estimates of what the de- 
partments hope to get also, are 
$43,328,000 greater than the esti- 
mated State revenues from all 
sources in 1945 and 1946, plus the 
general revenue fund surplus and 
anticipated Federal grants for so- 
cial security, highways and nu- 
merous other Government func- 
tions jointly financed by State and 
Federal funds.

ISSOURI'S 15 presidential electors gathered in the Governor's 
office in the Capitol here yesterday and went through their 
It was quite a performance. 
In compliance with the provisions of the Constitution, they cast

Missouri’s votes for President and Vice President of the United 


States. 


By the long arm of coincidence, both Franklin D. Roosevelt 


and Senator Harry 8S, Truman won unanimously. 


The wistful epilogue to 


last November's presidential election 


was staged in the large, oval reception room of Gov. Donnell’s suite 
of offices before an audience which consisted of C. J. Baker, the 
husband of one of the electors, who came along out of mild curiosity, 


and a handful of reporters. 


But the fact that there was 
none to applaud, or even care 
much, what they were up to didn’t 
affect the enthusiasm of the elec- 
tors, most of whom approached 
their task as though it were 
fraught with historical signifi- 
-eance. Only one or two seemed 4 
bit skeptical of the idea that they 
were actually making history. 

They met in the Governor's of- 
fice at the invitation of the Gov- 
ernor himself, as the solution to 
a rather knotty problem, The Con- 
stitution requires that they as- 
semble by 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon “on the first Monday after 
the second Wednesday in Decem- 
ber following the election,” but no 
one is designated by Federal or 
state laws to name the time and 
place of meeting. 


Precedent as Prop. 

Informed of this situation, the 
Governor, with what would seem 
to be, in him, sheer recklessness, 
took the bull by the horns and 
“suggested” that the electors meet 
in his office at high noon on the 
day designated. He had precedent, 
however, to fall back on. 5 

There was also some uneasiness 
among the electors, extending 
clear up until meeting time, 
brought on by the fact that Fed- 
eral and State statutes are equally 
vague as to just how an electoral 
college proceeds, once it gets to- 
gether. 

This uneasiness was making it- 
self felt when the electors began 
to gather as early as 10:30 o’clock, 
and one of the most uneasy of 
those present was A. B, Blakely of 
Holden, Mo. Mr. Blakely was 
plainly worried about the matter, 
and even sought the advice of this 
reporter, who was equally in the 
dark. 

Also worried about the matter 
was Raymond Edlund of Kansas 
City, who, while Mr. Blakely was 
sounding out the other early ar- 
rivers for opinions, had dug up a 
copy of the Missouri statutes deal- 
ing with electoral colleges and was 
giving it serious study. When both 
the book and the assembled elec- 
torg failed to shed any light on 
the subject, it was generally 
agreed that no doubt the Gover- 
nor, or somebody, would tell them 
how to go about it. 

As the noon hour approached 
the electors began to drift in and, 
thanks to the efforts of Mr, Blake- 
ly, everyone was made to feel at 
home, Mr. Blakely, a large man 
with a kind face and a folksy 
manner, was a sort of self-appoint- 
ed greeter and master of cere- 
monies, and as each elector ap- 
peared at the door he would find 
himself pounced upon by the eager 
Mr. Blakely, who would introduce 
first himself and then everyone 
else In the room 


The Governor Speeds Up. 


Exactly on the stroke of 12 a 
side door opened and the Gover- 
nor entered at a brisk walk. He 
proceeded without preliminaries or 
» wasted motion to shake vigorously 
the hand of everyone present. And 
having done this with the great- 
est possible speed and efficiency, 
he faced the gathering and said, 
“Now I have a few things to call 
to your attention.” 

Someone took advantage of the 
pause to suggest that he instruct 
them as to how to proceed. 

“Yes, yes,” he said. “Well, sup- 
pose we all have seats.” 

They did. 

“I might call the roll,” he said. 

“Please answer ‘here.” 

He did and they did. 

“I assure you that you are all 
welcome here and hope you will 
make \yourselves at home,” he said. 
He informed the meeting that he 
had a jletter and a telegram from 
Wash on with instructions to 
hand them to the chairman of the 
Electoral College. “To whom ghall 
I hand them?” he asked. 

Blakely suggested he hand them 
to Edlund. The Governor asked 
if there was any objection to his 
handing them to Edlund. There 
wasn't, 30 he handed them to Ed- 
lund. 

“So far as I know,” said the 
Governor, “that’s the extent of 
the messages I have to deliver. 
Make yourselves comfortable 
here.” 

At this point Ellis G. Cook of 
Maryville rose and said, “I move 
that Mr. Edlund be made chair- 
man of this meeting because he 
was for many years a close friend 
of Harry Truman.” The motion 
was quickly seconded by Cal Nie- 
man of Ava and’ adopted unani- 
mously. 

This done, the Governor rose 
abruptly from his chair, beamed 
at the gathering, turned and 
walked rapidly back to his office 
with the air of a man who had 
done his duty. Elapsed time, eight 
Minutes.

The idea of counterattack just 
before an expected hostile offen- 
sive is basic in German tactical 
practice. The German Gen. Wal- 
demar Erfurth, in his excellent 
book “Surprise,” says: 

“The possibility of surprising the 
attacker after he has made his 
plan clear by his actions is one of 
the most important advantages of 
defense. ... An effective defense 
requires continuous movement and 
repeated surprise. It is never 
profitable to assume passive atti- 
tudes, On the contrary, one should 
strike surprise blows against the 
enemy even during defensive op- 
erations. A strong counteroffen- 
sive is undoubtedly the defender’s 
most efficient means of thwarting 
the plans of the attacker.” 

In the present case, it is too 
early to assess the prospects of 
the battle. The Germans have 
certainly achieved some degree of 
surprise at almost every point of 
attack, and consequently have 
gained ground in the initial phases

Tactical air power is, of all 
types of fighting power, the most 
useful to a commander who is 
surprised by a sudden enemy at- 
tack, for he can get it to the 
places where he needs it quicker 
than he can ground forces, and 
the eyes in the air can see and 
take steps to check enemy move- 
ments of which ground headquar- 
ters may not even be aware, es- 
pecially in view of the disruption 
of communications and general 
disorganization which a surprise 
attack tends to bring about. 

Nevertheless, we should not ex- 
pect our air forces alone to stop 
the Germans, Ground forces will 
have to do that, in the end. The 
terrain chosen by the Germans 
for their attack is heavily wooded 
and rugged in character, with 
comparatively few good roads. 
This will hamper German move- 
ment, but it will also hamper the 
counter-moves of our units trying 
to come up to the front, and the 
flow of supplies.

Last Thursday another editorial ap- 
peared which was positively inconsistent 
with the above-mentioned one, and 
consisted of comments on the action of 
the Capt. Belvidere Brooks Post of the 
American Legion in New York, which, 
you state, had invited into membership 
these same 16 Americans of Japanese 
descent, thereby implying that the 16 
had met with a sentence of expulsion or 
something of that nature. Your second 
editorial is entirely out of line with the 
first. 

The Legion is an organization of ex- 
gervice men. Those still in the armed 
forces are not eligible to membership. 
Accordingly, it can be readily perceived 
that theSe 16 could not possibly be eligi- 
ble to membership. It would therefore 
be impossible for the Hood River post 
to expunge these men from its rolls and 
it would be useless for the Capt. Belvi- 
dere Brooks Post to invite these men 
into membership This does not take 
into consideration the question of juris- 
diction because of residence, which 
would also have to be considered. 

I do believe that an organization like 
the American Legion, with its manifold 
activities and the good that it tries to 
do and has done, is entitled to more hon- 
est treatment than your two editorials 
have a tendency to give it.

A Reply to Mr. Lochner

people in Germany are “defiant, fanatic 
Nazis,” his report cannot be cast aside 
lightly. 

However, such a statement is at com- 
plete variance with information regard- 
ing the attitude of the German prison- 
ers of war in this country. The great 
majority of these men are defiant, in- 
solent and supremely confident Nazis. 
They treat all the statements in our 
press and over our radio as untruthful 
propaganda. 

They even regard the excellent food 
served them as American propaganda, 
insisting that the general population 
does not receive a like diet, and resent- 
fully suggest the futility of our attempt 
t} win them to our way of life through 
their stomachs. 

The very few non-Nazi sympathizers 
among these German war prisoners must 
be kept carefully separated from the 
general group, and there have been 
numerous instances where the Nazi 
prisoners have beaten and injured se- 
verely the non-Nazis because of the dif- 
ference of their views. 

That in most camps the prisoners have 
the freedom of the post, have a much 
easier time tha® our own Army men, 
and receive the most respectful atten- 
tion, does not diminish their adherence 
to the Nazi philosophy. 

It is likely that in Germany, as Mr. 
Lochner states, a very small proportion 
of the new population now adhere to the 
Nazi concepts. But, once released from 
the harrowing and immediate burdens 
of war, these same people again will

Two Bad Appointments 


It is ironic that the Senate, in holding up in- ° 


dorsement.of the new Stettinius State Depart- 
ment team, should be aiming fire at Will Clayton 
and Archibald MacLeish and ignoring the two 
men who are really dangerous. 

It is equally ironic that the promising young 
captain of that team, Mr. Stettinius himself, 
should be steering us at last toward “a liberal 
and forward-looking foreign policy,’”’ and at the 
same time elevating to new importance Brig. 
Gen. Julius C. Holmes and James Clement Dunn. 

These are the appeasers. These are two who 
have consistently pleaded the case for reaction. 
These are the bad-guessers who have helped 
time and again to put us on the side of Kings, 
quislings and ex-Fascists when our natural place 
was on the side of democratic forces anywhere 
and everywhere. 

Holmes has been at the elbow of Gen. Eisen- 
hower throughout our operations across the 
Atlantic. Those operations have left a trail of 
bad faith, unpopularity and American identifica- 
tion with pro-Fascist and monarchial elements 
from North Africa through Italy to the Rhine 
itself. What service Holmes did to pave the 
way for the American invasion is offset by the 
disservice, working with Robert Murphy, of 
bringing Vichyite Marcel Peyrouton from Ar- 
gentina, perpetuating and strengthening all anti- 
De Gaulle forces in North African office, ad- 
vising against De Gaulle at every turn. 

In Sicily and Italy, the hand of Holmes, still 
civil affairs adviser to Eisenhower, was evident 
in the deplorable failure of AMG, which sup- 
pressed Italian democrats wherever they ap- 
peared, indorsed the deal with Badoglio and 
the little King, and generally operated in such 
a manner as to disillusion the Italians com- 
pletely about the justice and loftiness of Ameri- 
can war aims. 2 

One such incident might be accidental. Two 
might be merely unfortunate. Half a dozen, on 
the record, fall all too neatly into the ideological 
pattern that Holmes has pursued throughout his 
State Department career. The Iron Guard of 
Romania, he used to assert, was not Fascist at 
all. He is a defender of Franco. He is anti- 
Russian. He insists, even during the war, that 
we are not fighting Fascism—only Germany. 

This is the man, avowedly, admittedly anti- 
democratic, who would be Assistant Secretary of 
State in charge of personnel—in perfect position 
to choose, as our foreign representatives, men of 
his own reactionary stripe. 

James Dunn, close friend of Brig. Gen. 
Holmes, is proud of having “advised” Secretary 
Hull and the President to take the side of Fascist 
sale in the Spanish war. He and Mr. Hull be- 
came fast friends at the London Economic Con- 
ference in 1933, and from that time on he was 
the Secretary’s close confidant as well as his 
political adviser on European affairs. It is no 
secret that our political advice in European af- 
fairs in the last few years has been notoriously 
bad, and that because of the policies it led to, 
American prestige abroad has fallen to a point 
where years of democratic diplomacy may be 
needed to restore it again. 

Dunn is the man who'would be Assistant Sec- 
retary of State advising on foreign policy to- 
ward every country outside the Western Hemis- 
phere. 

Mr. Stettinius has already earned wide latitude 
in his choite of advisers. By his “hands off” 
policy pronouncement on Italy, and by accenting 
its application to Greece and other liberated 
countries, he has raised hopes everywhere that 
a new era has dawned, that there will be no 
more American deals with anti-democratic men 
and factions, that at last we have a consistent 
foreign policy and the policy is good. There is 
great reason to believe that many of our tragic 
errors of the past few years will be mended or 
repudiated. 

Yet a Secretary of State, even as a President, 
must depend on his advisers. Not only must he 
formulate firm policy at the top, but he must 
consult his experts on details of putting it into 
operation. What kind of advice would Mr. 
Stettinius get from Gen. Holmes and Mr. Dunn? 
If the State Department does intend to break 
with the reaction of the past, it will find the 
break the more difficult for carrying over into 
the present two of the men who helped make 
that past something to blush for.

Government regulations are getting easier and 
easier to comprehend, giving rise to some 
speculation that maybe the millennium is here. 
For instance, the Navy’s regulation permitting 
beer to be taken along and to be rolled ashore 
and imbibed under certain conditions. 

These conditions, as set forth in the official 
regulations, are that the shore is one “not having 
adequate recreation facilities.” The regulation 
virtually goes into operation under its own 
steam. Any shore not equipped with beer already 
is obviously without adequate recreation facili- 
ties. Q. E. D. ’ 
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Supreme Court Cross-Purposes 

The Supreme Court, ruling on two cases in- 
volving removal of Japanese-Americans from 
the West Coast, moved in almost diametrically 
opposite directions of policy yesterday. It held, 
6 to 3, that the Army had authority to exclude 
these people from the coast area; then it turned 
around and declared unanimously that the Gov- 
ernment had no right to hold the loyal persons 
among them (the great majority) in relocation 
camps. 

Two steps were taken in the handling of Jap- 
anese-Americans: (1) exclusion from the coast; 
(2) confinement in camps. Both were undem- 
ocratic actions, but when the first was taken, 
the second became a temporary necessity. Oth- 
erwise, the 115,000 people, expelled from their 
homes and with no place to go, would have be- 
come a distressed and confused horde of wan- 
derers, traveling about aimlessly in search of 
homes and employment. 

Yet the court now savs that the first step was 
legal, the second illegal, so far as loyal Japa- 
nese-Americans were concerned. Fortunately, 
Federal authorities ‘did not act on such a nar- 
row construction, or the situation would have 
been even worse than it was. 

The court ruling is academic so far as the 
Army's power is concerned, for its order had 


been revoked the day before. The other de- 
cision outlaws the concentration camp as an 
American institution, and so is in the true spirit 


of our traditions.

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Wildcat Truck Strikes 


Of all the slim pretexts for striking, the one 
in the sudden walkout of St. Louis truck’ driv- 
ers yesterday comes close to taking the cake. 
No question of wages, which were increased 
when the current contract was signed. No com- 
plaint against working conditions, which the 
contract improves. But an element in the union 
does not like the extension of a one-year con- 
tract to 17% months so as to keep it in force 
while a successor contract is negotiated. 

What's the real reason? Since the strike is 
without authorization, it may be intra-union poli- 
tics, a maneuver of a hot-head minority to dis- 
credit and overthrow the present leaders. That 
a minority is actually’ responsible is strongly 
suggested by the liberal threats of broken heads 
for any driver who won't play along, in spite 
of the expressed desire by many drivers to 
stay on their jobs. 

Whatever the real excuse may be, it isn’t good 
enough. Strikes against transportation, the life- 
line of our interdependent society, are hardly 
tolerable at any time. They are less than tol- 
erable now, for a tie-up of trucking interferes 
with the delivery of war materials. And, to give 
the affair the last shameful touch of ignobility, 
it was launched in the most perfect possible co- 
ordination with a heavyweight German counter- 
attack. 

Don't the strikers realize they are hampering 
the war effort at a critical time? Or don’t they 
give a damn? The rest of us do give a damn, 
Let's see what the Government can do to break 
it up, and quick.

Mr. Wille to the contrary, neither editorial 
implied the men are now eligible. His complaint 
would be a strange evasion of the real issue 
even if both had so implied. The issue is this: 
The Oregon post committed a peculiarly nasty 
act; we condemned it. The New York post ad- 
ministered a stinging rebuke; we praised it. 

So Mr. Wille’s quarrel is not with the Post- 
Dispatch. It is with that element in his organ- 
ization which, in the name of Americanism, has 
opened its mouth to say things abhorrent to 
American ideals. 
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The French-Russian Pact 


{dgar Ansel Mowrer hails the French-Sovict 
alliance as a blow to spheres of influence plan- 
ning. The rejection by France of a secondary 
role as Britain’s anchor on the Continent, rather 
than as a power in her own right, may save Eu- 
rope from another north-south division along po- 
litical lines and thus reduce still further the po- 
tential postwar power of Germany. 

The sorriest mistake made after the last war 
was the Western powers’ program for employing 
Germany as a buffer against Russia. The error 
could be repeated again, and with even more dis- 
astrous consequences, unless the new north-south 
line Mr. Churchill fancies is crossed. 

It is unfortunate that it must be crossed by 
bilateral alliances in lieu of multilateral. agree- 
ment—a reminder that the League of United 
Nations is needed now perhaps even more than 
it will be needed 10 years from now. But it is 
most fortunate that this alliance, like the Anglo- 
Russian and Czechoslovak-Russian pacts, is an 
“open covenant, openly arrived at,” its text 
made public in Paris. It means that the French 
and Russians have made no agreement they are 
so ashamed of that it must be consigned to se- 
cret archives, since De Gaulle would not dare 
commit France to postwar power-grabbing, cer- 
tainly not before elections are held. It means, 
too, that this treaty is not hostile to the Dum- 
barton Oaks plan, and can be fitted into the 
framework of the new League when it is final- 
ly formed. 

Such open dealing makes more a mockery 
than ever the fact that the Italian armistice 


terms are too explosive to be published, and 


that the State Department seems willing to per- 
mit Britain to sit on them indefinitely. 
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An Education Job for PAC 


There have been several cases in the news 
lately of employers cited for violation of the 
Fair Employment Practice program. Full use of 
Federal authority to obtain compliance with this 
measure to end discrimination in hiring workers 
is assuredly in order. The employer is not al- 
ways: the offender, however. A _ rank-and-file 
labor group in St. Louis has just put itself on 
record against the principle of hiring Negroes 
to make up a deficiency of workers in an im- 
portant war plant. 

Officers of the CIO United Electrical, eile 
and Machine Workers urged adoption of a resolu- 
tion indorsing the plan of the Ordnance Plant 
management to install Negro workers in several 
departments, The meeting adopted the resolu- 
tion, then reversed its position, whereupon two 
union officers resigned. 

The regrettable episode suggests that there is 
a job of education ahead for the union leader- 
ship. The CIO proved in the recent campaign 
that it can do such a job when it comes to 
political action, and its literature emphasized the 
need for eliminating prejudice in a democracy. 
When a worker group rejects this vital principle, 
even though it involves getting out needed am- 
munition for the fighting forces, proof is given 
that some elementary lessons in Americanism 
are in order. The PAC could do nothing better 
than to devote its energies to this vital cause.

MVA in Commanding Place 


Presidential backing and senatorial leaders’ pledges assure its 
prompt attention by next Congress, says St. Louis writer; physical 
pattern as outlined by flood control bill shows development's vast 
scope; support from National Farmers’ Union is great aid, he says.

A Missouri Valley Authority, proposed 
as a regimen of discipline and development 
for the giant, unruly son of the Father of 
Waters, has moved into a commanding 
place on the list of domestic issues await- 
ing the next Congress. 


After having been debated for months 
throughout the 529,000 square miles of the 
vast Missouri River drainage basin, the 
proposed MVA came to the front so in- 
sistently in the Senate that it threatened 
to block the billion-dollar flood control bill. 
The threat faded away when Senate lead- 
ers gave assurance that MVA will receive 
prompt consideration in the new Congress. 


As a unified program for the Missouri, 
stretching 2469 miles from its source in 
the mountains of Montana to its broad 
confluence with the Mississippi above St. 
Louis, MVA had fresh and powerful sup- 
port from President Roosevelt. 


Basic Plan Adopted 


In a special message Nov. 28 the Pres- 
ident again recommended to Congress the 
creation of an MVA, declaring that the 
basic engineering plan for the Missouri 
Valley adopted in the flood costrol bill could 
be satisfactorily developed and adminis- 
tered only by such an agency. 

The flood contro] bill sets up a physical 
pattern for Missouri Valley development of 
vast scope and magnitude—modeled on the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. It combines 
plans of the Army Engineers and the 
Interior Department’s Bureau of Recla- 
mation, reconciling certain conflicts to pro- 
vide for more than 80 dams and reservoirs 
with capacity to store in excess of 75 
million acre-feet of water. 


Most of the water would be stored in 
time of heavy run-off in spring and early 
summer, thus preventing or diminishing 
disastrous floods in the lower reaches of 
the Missouri. Stored water would be 
available for diversion to nearly five mil- 


lion fertile but dry acres, and for release | 


through power plants to genérate elec- 
tricity. 

Released water, too, would aid naviga- 
tion on the main stem of the Missouri by 
providing additional flow in dry seasons. 
Plans of the Army Engineers call for a 
nine-foot channel for the 760-mile stretch 
from Sioux City, Ia,, to the mouth, 


Many Agencies Interested 


The navigation function, however, has 
been made subordinate to domestic, mu- 
nicipal, livestock watering, irrigation, min- 
ing and industrial purposes. 

While development of the Missouri River 
basin on this pattern would be principally 
by the Army Engineers and the Bureau 
of Reclamation, numerous other agencies 
are interested, including the Soil Conser- 
vation Service of the Department of Agri- 
culture, the Indian Bureau and the Bureau 
of Mines. 

Principal features of the physical plan, 
as agreed on by the Army Engineers and 
Reclamation Bureau in their joint report, 
made a part of the flood control bill, are: 

In the upper Missouri River basin the 
Reclamation Bureau plan for 19 reservoirs 
on tributaries is adopted, for purpd@ses of 
irrigation, flood control, silt storage and 
power development, 


In the Yellowstone basin the Reclama- 
tion plan for 27 small reservoirs is sub- 
stituted for the Army’s proposal for two 
large reservoirs, 


On the main stem of the Missouri be- 
tween Fort Peck Dam and Sioux City, Ia., 
the compromise approves three of the five 
reservoirs proposed by the Army and two 
proposed by the Reclamation Bureau. 


Many New Reservoirs 


Army reservoirs are: Garrison, near 
Staunton, N. D., 17 million acre-feet of 
storage; Fort Randall, 8. D., 5,100,000 acre- 
feet; Gavins Point, above Yankton, 8. D., 
200,000 acre-feet, 


Reclamation Bureau’ reservoirs are: 
Oahe, near Pierre, S. D., 19,600,000 acre- 
feet, and Big Bend, southeast of Arnott, 
S. D., 250,000 acre-feet. 


Plans for power were not developed in 
detail in the jaint report. The minimum 
output of firm power as proposed by the 
Reclamation Bureau would be close to one 
million kilowatts, but alternate plans call 
for as much as three million kilowatts. 

On the minor western tributaries of the 
Missouri and in the basins of the Niobrara, 
Platte and Kansas rivers, plans are ad- 
justed to meet the Reclamation Bureau's 
desire for additional irrigation. For the 
lower Missouri, the Army plan for control 
is not disturbed. This includes seven dams 
and reservoirs on tributary streams, 


The joint plan contemplates substantial 
reimbursement of the Federal Government 
from revenues from power and irrigation 
water, 


Power Skirmish Won 


Significance ig attached to the Senate 
rejection, 42 to 27, of a provision that 
MVA proponents considered inimical to 
public power distribution. This was an 
amendment giving the Government author- 
ity to construct transmission lines for 
marketing the power only if buyers taking 
the power at the site of production had 
not purchased 90 per cent of the capacity 
within three years, 


Senators who led the fight against this 
amendment interpreted it as giving a vir- 
tual monopoly to private power companies. 
Its defeat was hailed as a victory for public 
power. 

In the next Congress one of the cham- 
pions of an MVA, Senator Guy M. Gillette, 
won't be back, but other proponents are 
gaining support for the project. A grow- 
ing number of Congressmen now believe 
that only a single integrated agency can 
handle such a vast program, 


There will be powerful opposition, of 
course. Many Congressmen think that 
existing Federal agencies can carry out the 
valley program. The same interests which 
opposed TVA may be expected to oppose 
MVA with more or less equal stubborn- 
ness. But considerable support for the 
project is coming from the National Farm- 
ers’ Union and its state organizations in 
the western part of the Missouri Valley.

A Western ‘Life With Father 
Is a Gaudy, Rollicking Story

If one were to give credence to movies 
and some historical biographies, the young 
men who followed Horace Greeley’s sugges- 
tion and went west-by-south were strong, 
silent, hard-riding cowhands, pistol-fanning 
Sheriffs or quick-on-the-draw bad men who 
always got it in the end. 

Fortunately for America and readers, 
some of the emigrants were too busy liv- 
ing and growing up with a territory to be 
concerned with heroics, They were hardy, 
adventure-loving souls whose dealings were 
just a shade this side of rascality. When 
they did get into print, it was at the hands 
of loving, prejudiced relatives interested in 
character rather than chronicle, 

Father was one of these lads. He grew 
up with the West, nonchalant as an alkali- 
laden breeze. He was a gambler who would 
bet on the drop of a card or the running 
of a non-existent street car, He was not 
a cattle man, the Arizona equivalent of an 
aristocrat, but was successively, and often 
at the same time, laundry owner, coffee 
drummer and real estate operator.

Father’s fortunes took a turn for the bet- 
ter when Mother, a rebel Democrat from 
Virginia and a lady, allowed her sales re- 
sistance to be overcome and married him— 
twice, to make it legal. When coffee, laun- 
dry and real estate hit new lows, Mother 
forgot about being a lady and took in 
boarders to keep the Taylors in potatoes. 

This life, never so secure as to lack in- 
terest, forms the framework on which is 
draped the gay, gaudy and delightful saga 
of the Southwest of a generation ago. 

Perhaps the rollicking side of the history 
of pioneers who carved a state out of the 
wild West is not as momentous as that of 
the Pilgrims, or the Founding Fathers. Yet 
life in a town where streets were alternate- 
ly ankle-deep in dust and in mud, where 
transportation was provided by tempera- 
mental mule cars and sanitary facilities 
were strictly open-air took stamina ag well 
as a sense of humor. 

Father moves through the story, a hap- 
py Westerner who never knew when he 
was licked and was always a bit too ornery 
to admit it, anyway. He was evidently an 
excellent story-teller, for much of the gay- 
ety of the tale is derived from the fact that 
he refused to recognize the fine line which 
is drawn between truth and fiction.

never true and it is preposterously untrue when democracy has 
to be constructed out of chaos and collapse. 
heads cannot be counted and a democracy able to survive cannot 
spring out of leaderless majorities. 


The rejuvenation of democracy 
in Europe is inconceivable with- 
out vigorous leadership able to 
discern and implement ‘the basic 
needs and trends of the people. 
To do that, the leadership must 
have freedom to operate within 
certain principles. 


Politics is not an exact science, 
but it does have axioms of al! but 
universal validity. No govern- 
ment, for instance, can sustain it- 
self with popular suprurt unless 
it is associated with success, not 
failure. A popular government, 
to overcome a national defeat, 
must turn the defeat into some 
sort of popular victory. 


It’s Axiomatic. 


Thus Italian democrac will be 
doomed if it ratifies the exit 
of Italy as a great European na- 
tion, relinquishes the pre-Mus- 
solini empire to other imperial 
powers, and accepts for Italy the 
role of an economic colony. 


Any German government that 
collaborates to dismantle German 
industries, as is proposed, can 
never rest on a popular basis. 
Democracy itsclf would overthrow 
it. 

Thus if the Allies do not col- 

laborate to create a strong demo- 
cratic Europe, off to a fresh start, 
guided by a longer view of reason 
and justice than that dictated by 
fear and revenge, Europe wil. not 
be democratic but neo-Fascist or 
radically revolutionary. For de- 
mocracy, which by definition rests 
on popular consent, and not on 
arbitrary force, if unable, because 
of outside restrictic-* to respond 
to popular needs and demands, 
will be overthrown. That, . lso, is 
axiomatic. 
’ Our political failures in Europe 
are, first, intellectual. We have 
failed to discern the necessary 
conditions for a democratic 
Europe, let alone to implement 
discernment. 


Valets Can’t Be Rulers. 


We apparently want democracy 
and weak and servile European 
governments led by mediocre per- 
eonalities. 

But we can’t have both. 

We can have democracy only if 
we encourage clear democratic 
programs and vigorous patriotic 
personalities—not valets and tral- 
tors to their own people. 

If we take advice on the Ger- 
man question from Emil Ludwig 
—and we do—we are silly, for 
under no conceivable conditions 
could he assume responsibility for 
carrying out his recommendations. 
While we listen to him the Free 
German Committee in Moscow, 
with the aid of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, promises Soviet support for 
a “strong free democratic regime,” 
and German officers organize pro- 
Soviet prisoners of war for actual 
activity in Germany.

They Made It Work.

But 
while we were engaged in proving 
that to our own satisfaction, ap- 
parently New York State officials 
were engaged even More earnestly 
in proving the Governor's conten- 
tion. As clumsy and complicated 
as the State law may be, they 
unquestionably did make it work. 

All the figures are not in, but 
there are sufficient now to reveal 
that the percentage of votes cast 
by New York service men com- 
pares favorably with that of other 
states.

Bickering Among Allies. 

On the political side, for the 
time being at least, the serious- 
ness of the German threat should 
have the effect of quelling the 
bickering and backbiting that has 
been going on the last few weeks 
among politicos, businessmen and 
“statesmen” on the Allied home 
fronts. 

London newspapers which reach 
Combat troops in considerable 
mumber, especially in the British 
sector, have been full of British 
and American sniping and for- 
ward area troops have been ask- 
ing me about Greece, Belgium, 
rows between Americans, the 
counter-offensive of the State De- 
partment and the British Foreign 
Office over the matter of Count 
Sforza in Italy. 

The other day some American 
G..s in Germany showed me a 
copy of Stars and Stripes, Army 
aper which goes into the front- 
ine foxholes with combat rations, 
and asked me to explain the re- 
.-print from the American Army 
.and Navy Journal which seemed 
to be accusing our British and 
Russian allies of taking it easy 
while we fought the war. 

A later edition of Stars and 
Stripes carried an editorial mildly 
taking issue with the charge that 
“sreater preoccupation” had been 
shown by the British in securing 
their sea routes to India than in 
the “prompt defeat of Germany.” 
The editorial printed statistics 
from the recent White Paper on 
the British war effort to show 
that at no time in the war had 
Britain taken it particularly easy 
but rather spoiled the effect of 
this by adding: 

“We don’t know enough about 
the inside picture to say whether 
the Army and Navy Journal is 
right or wrong.” 

It is customary to get the last 
climatic battles finished before 
robbing the soldier of his illusions. 
I don’t mean to imply that the 
morale of either British of Amer- 
ican troops has been sufficiently 
infected by this home front name- 
calling to impair their fighting 
spirit, but it seems a pity that 
soldiers should be sent into the 
kind of bitter fighting they have 
had to do recently, and will have 
to do a lot more of before Ger- 
many is beaten, with doubts 
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planted In their minds about the 
unity of the Allled purpose. 


Reasons for’British Pause. 

In view of the magnificent and 
expensive fighting at Arnhem, in 
the Schelde and in some of the 
Phases of the drive toward the 
Maas River line, the charge that 
the British have been taking it 
easy in Europe seems maliciously 
fantastic. Since the freeing of Ant- 
werp, there has been extensive 
regrouping of British forces and 
they have not been attacking with 
the vigor characterizing the steady 
pressure of the American armies. 


Explanations would be of in- 
tense interest and value to the 
Germans western front command- 
er in chief, Field Marshal Karl 
Gerd von Rundstedt, but they do 
not reflect any discredit on the 
British. The most that can be 
said now is that they involve, in 
part, Britain’s acute man-power 
and casualty problems, reflected 
not only in the recent war effort 
and the White Paper, but in the 
Canadian political crisis. 


Military security, however, does 
allow that something more specific 
be said in reply to the charge 
that the British are saddling the 
free democratic spirits of liberat- 
ed peoples with archaic, reaction- 
ary forme of government through 
force of British arms. Your cor- 
respondent is not conversant with 
the Italian or Greece situation, but 
as for Belgium, one of the coun- 
tries most frequently held up as 
an example of the flagrant sup- 
pression of free democratic spir- 
its, he can say that the so-called 
erisis there was produced by the 
order to the members of one of 
the eight Belgian resistance move- 
ments to turn in their weapons. 

The ultimate authority behind 
the order, which was- issued for 
reasons of military security, was 
Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower him- 
self. The chief of the Allied mili- 
tary mission in Brussels, where 
disorders momentarily flared, is 
Maj. Gen. George E, J. Erskine, an 
Englishman, who carries out the 
orders of his American chief. As- 
sociated in the Brussels mission 
are many American officers. They 
include: Gen. Erskine’s deputy, 
Col. John B. Eherman, a West 
Pointer from Washington, D. C. 


In all matters requiring liaison 
between the supreme headquar- 
ters mission and the (Hubert) 
Pierlot Government, these Ameri- 
can and British officers have dealt 
in closest possible association. 
Your correspondent has it on the 
word of Gen. Erskine, as well as 
that of the Americans, that all de- 
cisions have been taken by 12utual 
agreement and that there he#3 peen 
no point of friction between them.

ARMY WILL CALL 
60,000 A MONTH 


INSTEAD OF 60,000 


Men Under 30 Who Have 
Been Rejected Since 
Feb. 1 to Be Re-exam- 


ined in Coming Year. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Army calls on selective service, 
which have been running at 60,000 
men a month, will be increased to 
80,000 in January and February. 

The War Department said yes- 
terday that since last July it has 
asked Selective Service for fewer 
men than the estimated require- 
ments. The deficits were made up 
by combing Army units to obtain 
men for field service. By this 
method, the call had been held 
to 60,000 a month, but it is now 
necessary to step up calls by 20,- 
000 a month. 

It will be decided fater, the de- 
partment said, whether it will be 
necessary to continue the 80,000 
rate in March and April. 

Selective Service announced that 
all men under 30 years old who 
had been rejected for military 
service since last Feb. 1, except 
those with obvious physical de- 
fects, will be re-examined next 
year.

Mrs. Bollinger’s appeal was dis- 
missed recently by the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals and she is in 
City Jail awaiting transfer to the 
Workhouse, Canzoneri, who re- 
ceived a similar sentence, is now 
serving an additional four-year 
term in the penitentiary for the 
assault on the child. 

Mrs. Bollinger’s parole applica- 
tion was presented at the pre- 
Christmas session of the board, 
held at the Workhouse, by Jack 
Swanston, her attorney, who 
pleaded that Mrs. Bollinger had 
been “punished by her own con- 
science,” and had lost several jobs 
after employers’ learned of the 
case. He said she finally go} a 
job under her maiden name and 
worked steadily unitl the appeal 
was denied.

Miami Herald and Editor to 
Appeal From Contempt 
Decision. 


MIAMI, Fia., Dec. 19 (AP).—The 
Miami Herald and its associate 
editor, John D. Penneamp, planned 
today to appeal from a court de- 
cision which found them guilty of 
contempt for publishing two edi- 
torials and a cartoon criticising 
court proceedings. 

The decision was handed down 
yesterday by Circuit Court Judges 


Paul D. Barnes and Marshall C. 
Wiseheart, who levied fines of 
$1000 against the newspaper and 
$250 against the editor. 
Pennekamp said the decision 
would be appealed to the Florida 
Supreme Court, “not only in be- 
half of the Miami Herald but in 
behalf of the basic rights of free 
speech and a free ptess generally.” 
Commenting on the judges’ ac- 
tion, Pennekamp said “the deci- 
sion, under the circumstances, was 
what we expected in this court.”

Economical 
Menus For 


Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


T’S easy to hide the natural 
| qualities (good and bad) of 

people with clothes and make- 
up. Same is true with food. Most 
eggplant dishes contain so many 
ingredients that no one of them 
asserts itself with enough punch 
to be identifiable. Eggplant is 
both beautiful and interesting in 
shape, texture: and flavor. Why 
hide any of these qualities when 
it is far better to emphasize them? 
In the following recipe the egg- 
plant is important enough to 
stand out and be recognized. It’s 
the “face” of the dish and the 
tomato and cheese serve the same 
purpose as our hats should; frame 
the face and point up all of its 
good qualities. 


Eggplant Casserole, 

One small eggplant, three table- 
spoons flour, one teaspoon salt, 
one teaspoon sugar, two table- 
spoons finely minced onion, one- 
fourth cup finely diced celery, one 
No. 2 can tomatoes, one cup grated 
cheese, one-half cup coarsely 
crumbled crackers or crumbled 
potato chips, twe _ tablespoons 
margarine. Peel eggplant. Cut 
into one-fourth-inch slices. Com- 
bine flour, salt, sugar, onion and 
celery. In a greased six-cup cas- 
serole, make alternate layers of 
eggplant slices and tomatoes, 
sprinkling each layer with flour 
mixture. Top the final layer with 
cheese, then the crackers or pota- 
to chips.

Sift one cup sifted flour with two 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoon 
nutmeg, one-fourth teaspoon all- 
spice, and add to the creamed 
mixture.

HE declarer in today’s deal 
T showed very little discrimina- 
tion when it came to finess- 
ing, and as a consequence lost an 
ironclad three no-trump contract. 
South dealer,

South’s opening club bid was 
shrewdly calculated in that it 
kept West from opening the suit. 
The club lead would have been 
fatal, as it happened. 

However, West's actual lead of 
the spade ten turned out just as 
favorable for his side. Probably 
delighted with the assurance of 
two spade tricks by letting the 
lead come up to his own queen, 
declarer ducked in dummy. East 
won witha the king and, convinced 
that his partner had opened a 
short suit, made the good shift to 
the club queen. Declarer held up 
for two rounds (which in itself 
was not such a good idea), but 
he lost his club ace before he had 
established the heart suit, and the 
result was that he came out with 
two spades, one heart, four dia- 
monds and one club—one trick 
short of contract. 

Declarer’s duck of the spade in 
dummy on the opening lead was 
the sort of play at which experts 
shudder. North-South did not need 
two spade tricks; they had four 
diamonds ready-made, one club, 
one spade and three heart tricks 
that were easily and safely estab- 
lishable. The right play, of course 
was to put up the spade ace and 
lead the heart queen for the 
finesse. Even if it lost, West 
could not attack declarer’s spade 
queen, and thus there was abso- 
lutely no cause for worry. 


Hot Fruit Punch
